Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  year  1959. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  Council* 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon 
the  Health  Services  of  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959.  As  in  previous  years  I 
am  including  some  statistical  information  in  this  report  which 
is  intended  to  give  an  indication  as  to  the  extent  the  Part  III 
Services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  were  used  during  the 
year. 


I have  to  report  that  the  Birth  Rate  for  Hoyland  Nether 
has  fallen  to  the  lowest  figure  for  some  years.  In  fact,  it  is 
the  lowest  we  have  had  since  1954,  when  the  figure  was  14*9. 
The  corrected  Birth  Rate  is  15*09,  and  this  figure  is  lower  than 
that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  generally.  The  Crude  Death 
Rate  of  11*3  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  lower  than  that  for 
the  rest  of  the  Country,  and  is  exactly  similar  to  the  figure  for 
1958.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  is  13*4.  A glance  at  the 
table  indicating  the  principal  causes  of  death  shows  that  again 
the  largest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart, 
including  Coronary  Disease.  In  fact,  that  cause  accounted  for 
approximately  40%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths.  Approxi- 
mately 13%  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Tract,  one 
of  which  was  attributed  to  Influenza.  A total  of  31  deaths  were 
caused  by  Cancer  ; Cancer  of  the  Lung  being  responsible  for 
five  of  those.  There  were  four  accidental  deaths  during  the 
year,  three  of  them  accidents  at  work,  in  the  Collieries,  and 
one,  a female  aged  67,  who  died  as  a result  of  an  accident  at 
home  (a  fall). 

I think  I ought  to  mention  at  this  stage  the  excellent 
work  being  done  by  the  Home  Safety  Committee  in  Hoyland.  It 
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has  not  been  an  easy  job  to  establish  such  a Committee,  but 
because  of  the  sheer  perseverance  of  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Gillis, 
the  Committee  is  meeting  regularly,  is  well  attended,  and 
minutes  are  produced  to  put  on  record  the  work  done.  During 
the  year  I had  the  opportunity  of  giving  one  or  two  short 
lectures,  and  one  open  meeting  was  held  in  one  of  the  Schools 
in  an  evening,  attended  by  a fair  number  of  women.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  this  problem  of  accidents  in  the  home  has  got 
to  be  brought  more  and  more  to  the  notice  of  the  public,  and 
that  is  just  what  I,  with  the  most  able  help  of  this  Committee, 
am  trying  to  do.  Might  I make  a plea  through  this  document 
for  a greater  awareness  of  this  ever  present  danger  in  our 
midst,  in  the  hope  that  a greater  and  more  lively  interest  will 
be  noticeable  in  the  near  future. 


The  Stillbirth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review  has  risen 
quite  considerably  compared  with  last  year,  although  it 
approximates  to  the  average  for  the  last  five  years.  It  is  still 
higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  generally. 


Last  year  I commented  upon  the  relatively  high  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate,  although  it  indicated  a fall  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  year  we  have  the  lowest  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  since  1 953,  when  it  was  1 0-6.  At  1 2*3  per  1 ,000 
live  births  the  rate  is  just  half  what  it  is  for  the  County  and 
nearly  half  of  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  average  rate 
over  the  last  ten  years  is  23-4.  If  it  is  true  that  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  is  a sensitive  index  of  the  standard  of  health 
amongst  the  young  people  one  has  reason  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  situation  in  Hoyland  Nether.  It  is  an  indication,  I am 
sure,  of  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  all  workers  in  the  field 
of  health  in  the  district,  and  I hope,  sincerely,  that  the  figure  will 
remain  low.  There  were  three  deaths  amongst  infants  of  under 
one  year  ; one  died  from  Asphyxia,  one  from  Influenza,  and  one 
from  Pneumococcal  Meningitis.  All  three  were  preventable 
deaths. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  picture  for  the  year  is  quite 
satisfactory.  There  was  a large  incidence  of  Measles,  with  the 
highest  total  we  have  had  in  Hoyland  since  the  commencement 
of  the  Divisional  Scheme  of  Preventive  Medical  Services. 
This  disease  seems  to  occur  in  cycles  of  two  years,  and  one  is 
at  a loss  to  account  for  such  large  numbers  of  cases.  It  is  a 
highly  infectious  disease  and  it  spreads  very  rapidly.  If  an 
infectious  child  is  allowed  to  come  in  contact  with  a group  of 
children  where  susceptibles  are  present  then  we  can  expect  a 
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spread  of  the  infection.  I think  the  only  lesson  we  can  learn 
from  this  is  that  it  proves  that  children  who  are  suffering  from 
the  disease,  no<  matter  how  slightly  they  may  be  infected,  should 
be  isolated  and  kept  away  from  other  susceptible  persons  until 
assurance  has  been  given  by  the  Doctor  that  there  is  no  further 
danger  of  the  spread  of  infection. 


In  that  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  Sanitary 
Circumstances  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  reported  that 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  satisfactory,  99*33%  of  all 
houses  being  connected  to  the  sewer — 0*67%  of  the  total 
number  of  houses  have  private  drainage  which  is  satisfactory. 


Part  of  the  sewerage  system,  particularly  in  St.  Helen 
Street  area,  is  demanding  constant  observation  because  of 
mining  subsidence.  This  has  not  caused  any  concern,  although 
it  demands  persistent  vigilence.  So  far  as  sewage  disposal  is 
concerned  everything  is  satisfactory  at  the  moment,  although 
some  discussion  has  taken  place  with  a view  to  improvements 
at  the  Elsecar  Sewage  Works. 


I would  like  to  conclude  this  introduction  to  my  Annual 
Report  by  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year. 
At  the  same  time  I would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  I have 
received  from  the  Clerk  and  other  officials  of  the  Council.  I 
am  particularly  grateful  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  able  staff  for  their  continued  high  standard  of  efficiency 
in  the  Department  in  general  and  their  help  at  all  times,  to  me, 
in  particular. 


To  my  colleague,  Dr.  J.  J.  Smith,  Senior  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer,  I wish  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  for 
her  helpful  advice  and  co-operation.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population.  The  Registrar-General  has  given  his 
estimation  of  the  population  at  mid-1959  as  15,860.  This  is 
an  increase  of  10  on  the  figure  for  1958. 

Births,  There  were  244  live  births  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  Of  these,  114  were  male  and  130 
female.  This  is  14  less  than  the  figure  for  1958.  There  were 
3 illegitimate  births,  2 male  and  1 female. 

Still-Births.  There  were  6 still-births  during  the  year 
(3  male  and  3 female).  There  were  no  illegitimate  still-birth. 

Deaths.  179  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  district. 
This  figure  is  the  same  as  that  for  1958.

Scarlet  Fever,  Furing  the  year  55  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified,  an  increase  of  23  cases  compared  with 
1958.  The  attack  rate  of  the  disease  was  3-46,  as  compared 
to  an  attack  rate  of  1-49  for  the  West  Riding  and  1*06  for 
England  and  Wales.  Most  of  the  cases  (28)  occurred  during 
the  first  quarter  and  14  occurred  in  the  second  quarter.  As 
was  to  be  expected,  there  were  very  few  cases  in  the  third 
quarter  (3),  but  it  reappeared  again  in  the  fourth  quarter,  when 
we  had  10.  As  usual,  the  principal  age  group  affected  was  the 
5 to  10  years. 

The  disease  was  a very  mild  type,  and  in  all  probability 
mild  cases  were  missed  and  the  persons  so  infected  were  going 
about  their  everyday  work  and  mixing  with  the  usual  groups  of 
people.  Any  susceptibles  amongst  those  groups  would  soon 
fall  victim  to  the  disease.  Every  case  notified  was  investigated, 
but  no  common  causal  factor  was  discovered.  In  all,  30  cases 
were  admitted  to  Hospital. 

Diphtheria.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
in  the  district  during  1959.  It  is  now  1 1 years  since  a case  was 
notified,  and  then  it  was  proved  not  to  be  Diphtheria  after 
bacteriological  examination  in  hospital. 

We  have  been  keeping  up  our  efforts  to  encourage 
active  immunisation  against  the  disease,  and  during  the  year 
there  has  been  a slight  improvement  in  the  response  to  our 
appeal.  323  children  received  primary  protection.  Of  these 
238  were  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  77  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  15  years.  Only  156  received  booster  doses,  almost  every 
one  at  the  age  of  5,  when  entering  School.  It  has  been  noticed 
over  recent  years  that  there  has  been  a tendency  to  a falling 
off  of  the  numbers  receiving  a reinforcing  dose,  and  in  1959  in 
Hoyland  the  trend  continued.  As  this  reinforcing  dose 
particularly  affects  School  children  it  is  most  important  that  all 
children  receive  this  protection.  On  entering  School  children 
face  up  to  infections  because  of  their  grouping  together  for  the 
first  time.  If  Diphtheria  is  about,  then  any  susceptible  child 
is  more  liable  to  fall  victim  at  that  period  in  his  or  her  life  than 
any  other. 

All  this  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  which  seems 
to  have  occupied  a great  deal  of  the  attention  of  Health  Depart- 
ments, might  have  some  bearing  on  any  falling  off  in 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  There  is  not  very  much 
evidence  that  this  was  so  in  Hoyland,  although  the  impression 
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gained  by  fieldworkers  was  that  there  was  less  interest  taken 
in  the  protection  against  Diphtheria  than  other  things,  e.g. 
Poliomyelitis  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Pneumonia*  There  were  two  more  cases  of  Pneumonia 
notified  in  1959  compared  with  the  20  in  1958.  These  cases 
were  reported  principally  from  the  Winter  period  of  the  year, 
i.e.  first  quarter  11,  fourth  quarter  9,  with  one  each  in  the  other 
quarters.  The  attack  rate  of  1-38  per  1,000  of  the  population 
is  rather  higher  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

The  age  group  principally  affected  was  the  over  65  years 
group,  with  9 cases — 6 between  the  ages  of  35  and  65,  3 in  the 
15-25  age  group,  3 in  the  5-10  age  group,  and  1 in  the  2-3 
age  group. 

There  were  9 deaths,  3 male  and  6 female. 

Poliomyelitis.  The  long  hot,  dry  Summer  of  1959  was 
conducive  to  what  we  expect  to  bring  about  the  onset  of  an 
outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis,  and  for  the  second  successive  year  no 
case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  reported  in  the  Hoyland  Nether 
Urban  District.  One  would  like  to  think  that  this  happy  state 
of  affairs  has  been  brought  about  by  systematic  immunisation. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  during 
1959.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  response  for 
vaccination  was  most  disappointing  ; the  public  were  just  not 
coming  forward  in  the  same  large  numbers  that  we  had  seen 
when  the  scheme  first  started.  So  much  was  this  universally 
evident  that  concern  was  being  felt  by  the  Ministry.  There 
were  large  stocks  of  vaccine  piling  up,  and  as  this  has  a limited 
life  there  was  the  ever  present  danger  of  a great  loss  to  public 
funds  due  to  the  vaccine  being  unserviceable. 

An  intense  publicity  campaign  was  instituted  in  an  effort 
to  shake  a lethargic  public  out  of  its  apathy  towards  protection 
against  such  a publicity  ridden  disease.  All  these  efforts, 
however,  proved  of  no  avail.  It  took  the  untimely  death  of  a 
well  known  sportsman  to  rouse  people  to  the  dangers  of  not 
having  protection  against  the  disease.  For  several  weeks  there 
was  tremendous  publicity,  both  in  the  Press  and  other  media, 
i.e.  Radio,  Television.  Great  play  was  made  of  the  fact  that 
Football  Clubs  were  having  their  players  vaccinated  en  bloc. 
There  was  a tremendous  clamour  from  the  public — the  rush  for 
vaccination  was  on. 
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By  far  the  greatest  demand  was  from  the  16-25  years 
age  group,  and  in  order  to  cope  with  this,  special  arrangements 
were  made  with  local  firms  and  I must  at  this  stage,  place  on 
record  my  appreciation  for  the  magnificent  response  from  the 
management  for  their  co-operation,  not  only  in  placing  rooms  at 
our  disposal,  but  for  allowing  their  employees  to  get  protective 
treatment  during  working  hours.  In  addition  to  these  day- 
time arrangements  it  was  found  necessary  to  organise  evening 
sessions  in  order  to  satisfy  the  constant  demand.  On  more 
than  one  occasion  the  normal  session  times  had  to  be  extended 
by  1 to  2 hours  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  queues  which  formed 
outside  Clinics  where  the  evening  sessions  were  held. 


Alas,  the  public’s  memory  is  very  short,  and  by  the 
beginning  of  September  the  numbers  of  persons  attending  at 
vaccination  sessions  began  to  fall,  until  by  the  year-end  the 
figures  were  less  than  those  for  the  corresponding  period  in 
1958. 


As  I pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report  the  scheme  has  to 
be  run  on  a Divisional  basis,  and  because  of  this  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  figures  for  individual  County  districts.

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1955,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  has  been  a general 
maintenance  in  the  fall  in  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
this  fall  was  emphasised  in  Hoyland  in  1959,  when  only  8 cases 
were  notified  compared  with  14  in  1958.  The  whole  picture 
of  the  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  has  under- 
gone a change  in  the  last  ten  years.  In  days  gone  by  a case 
of  Tuberculosis  meant  at  the  best,  for  the  patient,  a period  of 
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rest  in  a Sanatorium  or  some  other  Hospital  if  a bed  was 
available.  This  was  always  a period  of  anything  up  to  nine 
months. 

With  the  gradual  introduction  of  chemo-therapy  the 
reduction  of  Sanatorium  bed  accommodation  was  noticeable. 
Nowadays  an  early  case  of  Tuberculosis  is  admitted  to  Hospital 
for  assessment  and  will  occupy  a bed  for  anything  up  to  a 
month,  after  which  a routine  line  of  treatment  is  decided  upon 
and  the  patient  returns  home  to  keep  that  treatment  going  as 
a domiciliary  case.  It  is  so  essential,  therefore,  that  early 
diagnosis  is  possible  and  X-ray  facilities  have  been  increased 
to  provide  this. 

In  the  last  ten  years  the  national  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  have  dropped  from  approximately  22,000  in  1948 
to  4,500  in  1958.  An  encouraging  feature  is  that  the  reduction 
in  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  among  the  younger  age  group  is 
quite  startling.  We  notice,  however,  that  the  death  rate  in 
the  higher  age  groups  has  not  fallen  so  considerably  and  this 
may  point  to  increased  vigilence  on  the  part  of  the 
epidemiologist  in  the  field  to  search  out  for  the  chronically 
infected  patient. 

On  receipt  of  a notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  this 
Department  a team  of  “searchers”  immediately  goes  out  to 
investigate  the  family  and  combs  every  corner  of  the  patient’s 
environment  in  an  endeavour  to  find  the  source  of  the 
infection.  We  have  in  the  Department  here  ia  Health  Visitor 
exclusively  employed  in  the  field  of  Tuberculosis.  She  works 
in  close  liaison  with  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  attends 
his  Clinic,  and  thus  keeps  up  a close  clinical  check  on  the 
patient’s  progress.  We,  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban 
District,  deal  almost  exclusively  with  the  Chest  Clinic  in 
Barnsley,  where  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  H.  A. 
Crowther,  is  most  helpful,  and  who  co-operates  very  closely 
with  the  work  of  our  Department. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  Care  and  After-care 
Committee  and  the  West  Riding  Distress  Fund  are  available 
to  contribute  extra  nourishment  to  those  suffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  If  the  Chest  Physician  recommends 
such  extra  nourishment,  2 pints  of  milk  are  provided  free  each 
day  for  those  patients.  Single  beds  and  bedding  may  also  be 
provided  in  case  of  hardship  and  an  Open  Air  Shelter  may  be 
provided  and  erected  in  the  patient’s  garden  if  such,  also,  is 
recommended.  During  1959  a total  of  3,328  pints  of  milk  were 
provided  to  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  Hoyland 
Nether  area. 
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B*C*G*  Vaccination*  The  scheme  for  vaccination  of  the 
13/14  year  old  Schoolchild  with  B.C.G.  was  continued  during 
the  year.  In  the  Schools  concerned  in  the  Hoyland  area  102 
were  tested,  of  which  82  were  found  to  be  susceptibles  and, 
therefore,  suitable  for  vaccination.  The  remainder  were  cases 
where  at  some  period  in  life  the  child  had  already  met  with 
the  germ  and  had  resisted  its  infection.  They  were  thus 
unsuitable  for  vaccination  by  B.C.G.  Whilst  these  children 
were  being  tested  a final  test  was  given  to  those  113  children 
who  had  been  vaccinated  in  1958  to  ensure  that  they  had,  in 
fact,  had  a successful  vaccination.  108  of  these  proved  to  be 
successful  conversions.  There  were  5 query  non-conversions. 

During  1959  we  introduced  the  new  Freeze  Dried 
Vaccine  as  an  alternative  to  the  liquid  Vaccine  previously  used. 
One  factor  in  favour  of  Freeze  Dried  is  that  it  can  be  stored 
for  long  periods  without  it  deteriorating  in  potency.  We  can 
store  it  under  shelf  conditions  for  twelve  months,  provided  that 
the  temperature  does  not  exceed  20°C  (68°F).  This  makes 
our  work  easier  in  that  we  have  much  more  latitude  to  arrange 
spread  over  vaccination  sessions.  When  we  used  the  liquid 
B.C.G.  Vaccine,  which  was  imported  from  Denmark,  we  had 
to  remember  that  its  potency  had  a short  life,  about  7 to  14 
days  from  the  date  of  manufacture,  and  this  rather  limited  us 
in  our  scope  of  conducting  sessions. 

It  is  too  early  yet  to  make  any  final  pronouncement  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  Freeze  Dried  Vaccine  is  better,  or  as  good 
as  the  liquid,  but  my  impression  to  date  is  that  it  is  not  so 
satisfactory.  Of  course,  as  I mention  it  is  too  early  yet  to  be 
dogmatic  about  this  and  I would  rather  wait  to  see  what  the 
result  is  after  another  period  of  twelve  months.  I do  not  want 
to  create  the  impression  that  those  people  vaccinated  with  this 
material  have  not  been  protected.  I only  wish  to  point  out 
that  the  subsequent  testing  of  vaccinated  cases  has  not  given 
the  dramatic  conversion  reactions  that  one  saw  in  those 
vaccinated  with  liquid  B.C.G.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT* 

There  was  no  occasion  to  use  the  provisions  of  Section 
47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  or  the  Amendment 
Act,  1951,  during  the  year  1959. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  there  were  no  notifications  of  Food  Poison- 
ing in  the  district.  In  fact  there  was  no  notification  of  any 
form  of  intestinal  organism  infection,  Dysentery,  Typhoid, 
Paratyphoid  all  being  absent  from  the  notification  list.  I think 
that  this  reflects  very  greatly  the  increased  awareness  of  the 
population  generally,  and  particularly  the  food  handlers,  in 
the  question  of  food  hygiene,  and  at  the  same  time  indicates 
attention  to  personal  hygiene.  I think  it  is  true  to  say  that  the 
majority  of  outbreaks  of  Food  poisoning  have  their  origin  some- 
where in  a breakdown  in  personal  hygiene. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  1959  I and  my  staff  continued  our  efforts  in  the 
field  of  health  education  and  I have  got  the  impression  that 
there  was  an  increased  interest  in  the  subject  generally.  I have 
said  from  time  to  time  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  interest  the 
public  in  this  subject,  but  with  our  persistent  efforts  at  Group 
Discussion  meetings  and  at  Mothercraft  Classes,  Ante-natal 
Sessions,  and  later  in  the  School  we  feel  that  we  are  gaining 
a little  ground  in  our  campaign. 

We  have  had  an  increase  in  our  visual  aid  material  to 
assist  in  teaching  and  there  is  now  available  a Film  Strip 
Projector  with  a fairly  good  library  of  Film  Strips,  and  a Sound 
Cinematograph  Projector  to  show  up  to  date  films  on  any  subject 
of  health  education.  Posters,  flannelgraphs  and  pegboards  are 
also  at  hand  and  have  been  used  quite  a lot  by  the  Health 
Visitors,  Home  Nurses  and  Midwives.  Literature  is  supplied 
at  Clinics  and  the  increase  in  the  request  for  explanation  of 
certain  points,  e.g.  immunisation,  home  accidents,  dietetics 
would  indicate  to  us  that  this  form  of  propaganda  is  beginning 
to  take  hold  of  the  public. 

I had  the  privilege  of  giving  a lecture  to  the  senior  girls 
in  the  Kirk  Balk  School  and  I also  gave  talks  at  two  meetings 
where  small  groups  of  people  gathered  to  discuss  the  subject 
of  home  safety.  I must  admit  that  during  1959  the  emphasis 
was  on  home  safety  and  this  was  a natural  sequence  to  the 
excellent  enthusiastic  work  of  the  Home  Safety  Committee. 
Positive  health  should  be  the  aim  of  everyone  interested  in  their 
own  welfare  and  I hope  that  the  interest  already  kindled  will 
remain,  if  not  increase,  in  the  years  to  come. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  lectures  to  the  senior 
girls  in  School  my  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  as  well  as  my 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  also  invited  to  give  a talk, 
and  both  were  very  well  received.  I feel  that  there  ought  to 
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be  more  of  this  team  work  in  the  field  of  health  education,  in 
that  one  member  from  each  section  of  the  service  should  visit 
a group,  be  it  a captive  group,  e.g.  School,  or  a voluntary  group 
such  as  one  would  get  at  a Voluntary  Organisation  meeting. 
Each  should  get  over  his  or  her  particular  part  of  the  preventive 
health  service.  I am  trying  to  extend  this  idea  in  the  district 
and  I am  looking  forward  to  some  interesting  results. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES* 
Hospitals* 

The  General  Hospitals  in  Barnsley  and  Sheffield  serve 
the  Hoyland  district  and  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley  and 
Lodge  Moor,  Sheffield,  deal  with  Infectious  Diseases. 
Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  Hallamshire  Maternity 
Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St.  Helen's  Hospital,  Barnsley,  and 
occasionally  the  Princess  Royal  Maternity  Home,  Huddersfield. 

Laboratory  Facilities* 

The  two  Public  Health  Service  Laboratories,  one  at 
Wakefield  and  one  at  the  City  General  Hospital,  Sheffield, 
carry  out  all  laboratory  work. 

Mortuary. 

Accommodation  is  available  at  the  Sanitary  Depot, 
West  Street,  Hoyland,  and  serves  the  whole  area. 

Ambulance  Service* 

The  Ambulances  operate  from  the  new  Depot  situated 
at  Platts  Common.  The  premises  are  much  more  commodious 
and  convenient  than  the  old  Depot  provided.  We  have  the 
same  establishment  of  vehicles  at  the  Depot,  namely  seven,  two 
of  which  are  seconded  to  the  Sub-Depot  at  Penistone.  Of 
course,  all  these  vehicles  are  radio  controlled  and,  if  necessary 
and  there  is  a demand,  vehicles  operating  in  any  part  of  South 
West  Yorkshire  can  be  made  available  for  service.  Over  and 
above  this  there  is  a continuance  of  the  close  link  with  the 
fleets  at  Wath  and  Maltby,  and  with  the  Barnsley  Beckett 
Hospital. 

CLINICS 

Tuberculosis* 

The  Chest  Clinic  at  46,  Church  Street,  Barnsley,  is  held 
each  Wednesday,  and  serves  the  Hoyland  area.  Investiga- 
tion and  X-rays  are  carried  out  on  patients  and  contacts,  and 
the  Health  Visitor  for  Tuberculosis  visiting  in  the  Division 
attends  this  Clinic  and  acts  as  a liaison  officer.

I regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  vacancy  created  by 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  B.  Robinson  in  1958  has  not  been  filled, 
despite  advertisements  inserted  in  the  National  and  Local 
Press.  Some  temporary  help  has  been  obtained  for  the  area 
by  the  employment  of  a part-time  State  Registered  Nurse  to 
assist  Miss  Power  in  certain  duties. 


A Student  Health  Visitor,  Miss  H.  Goodman,  helped 
in  the  area  during  July  and  August,  whilst  she  was  waiting 
for  the  Training  Course  at  Leeds  University  to  commence. 


The  Health  Visitor  continues  to  visit  all  types  of  families 
in  the  area  and,  on  all  occasions,  teaches  positive  health.  In 
addition  to  running  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  teaching 
health  education  she  undertakes  full  School  Nursing  duties. 


During  the  year  a total  of  2,81 1 visits  were  made  by  the 
Health  Visiting  staff. 
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MIDWIFERY  SERVICES. 


During  1959  Mrs.  Wright,  one  of  the  Midwives  in  the 
Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District,  resigned  and  left  the  service 
in  February,  1959.  This  vacancy  existed  until  the  appointment 
of  Mrs.  Hoyland,  with  effect  1st  October,  1959.  For  the 
seven  months  during  which  there  was  only  one  Midwife  in 
Hoyland,  help  was  given  by  Midwives  from  other  areas  in  the 
Division  to  enable  the  service  to  be  maintained.  The  Mother- 
craft  Classes  during  this  period  had  to  be  suspended,  but 
recommenced  when  the  staff  situation  improved. 

At  the  present  time  only  Miss  Walker  is  mobile. 

Both  Midwives  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  are 
able  to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia.  During  1959  these 
Midwives  attended  79  confinements — 62  cases  in  the  capacity 
of  Midwives  and  17  as  Maternity  Nurses.  Of  all  the  cases 
attended  58  received  the  benefits  of  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

During  1959  a total  of  28,155  Domestic  Help  hours  were 
provided  in  the  Hoyland  Nether  Urban  District.  In  all  52 
Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  124  cases.  Of  the 
total  91  were  continued  from  1958,  the  remainder  being  new 
cases.

This  service  continues  to  provide  help  to  those  families 
who  require  it,  particularly  the  old  people  and  maternity  cases. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  as  compared  with 
1958  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases  receiving  the  services  of 
a Domestic  Help. 

In  1959  the  number  of  general  cases  over  65  years 
decreased  by  4 as  compared  with  1958,  although  there  was  an 
increase  of  2 general  cases  under  65  years.  The  Domestic 
Help  Service  certainly  plays  a very  important  part  in  the  care 
of  the  old  people  of  the  area,  and  many  are  able  to  remain  in 
their  own  homes  with  some  help  from  the  Domestic  Help,  when 
otherwise  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  be  cared  for  in 
Part  III  accommodation. 

The  number  of  Home  Helps  employed  in  the  Hoyland 
Nether  area  has  increased  during  the  year,  from  33  to  52.  The 
Home  Helps  employed  are  capable  women  and,  in  many  cases, 
give  help  to  the  aged  person  outside  the  scope  of  the  service.

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  77  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriol- 
ogical and  chemical  examination.  All  the  samples  were 
satisfactory. 


All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  Public 
Water  Mains  to  a sink  inside  each  house.  There  are  no  public 
stand  pipes. 

As  in  previous  years  a number  of  complaints  were 
received  of  inadequacy  of  supply  caused  by  services  being 
“furred  up”.  In  all  but  one  instance  new  ferrules  to  the  main 
and  pressure  cleaning  was  sufficient  to  restore  an  adequate 
supply.  The  outstanding  case  was  at  Vernon  Street,  Hoyland, 
where  the  water  main  was  at  fault ; from  correspondence  and 
discussions  with  the  Engineer  to  the  Water  Board  it  would 
appear  that  the  water  main  serving  Vernon  Street  and  some 
houses  on  West  Street  is  a private  main  and  the  owners  of 
properties  served  by  it  are  responsible  for  its  maintenance  and 
repair.  There  are  over  20  houses  affected  whose  owners  are 
by  no  means  convinced  that  the  Water  Board’s  claim  is  either 
correct  or  just. 


Inadequacy  of  supply  also  occurred  at  Coronation  Road 
and  Kirk  Balk  which  is  part  of  a Council  Housing  estate.  At 
the  highest  point  the  difference  in  level  between  the  first  floor 
of  the  houses  and  the  Service  reservoir  is  very  small.  Normally 
the  water  supply  to  the  bathroom  of  about  a dozen  houses  is 
poor,  occasionally  non-existent.  An  amount  of  work  has  been 
carried  out  by  both  the  Council  and  the  Water  Board  in  an 
endeavour  to  improve  the  supply.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a 
solution  to  the  problem  will  be  found  in  the  very  near  future. 


During  the  year  the  six  inch  trunk  main  from  Hoyland 
Road  to  Platts  Common  was  completed.  The  final  connection 
from  Kirk  Balk  will  take  place  early  in  1960  to  complete  ring 
mains  for  properties  east  of  the  reservoir,  above  the  400  ordnance 
datum.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE* 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse 
is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  the  staff  consisting  of  one  fore- 
man, three  motor  drivers,  twelve  loaders,  one  salvage  worker 
and  one  tipman. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  transport  at  the  31st 
March,  1960  was  as  follows  : —

Karrier  CK3  developed  an  electrical  fault  whilst  in  the 
garage  and  suffered  severe  damage.  As  the  vehicle  was  10 
years  old  it  was  decided  to  accept  compensation  for  loss  instead 
of  repairing  a machine  that  had  seen  its  best  days. 

Taking  the  service  as  a whole,  the  year  has  been  quite 
good.  Falls  of  snow  occurred  but  the  service  carried  on,  some- 
times in  conditions  which  were,  to  say  the  least,  difficult. 

However  in  spite  of  such  circumstances  the  department 
in  general  did  well  and  the  workmen  are  to  be  congratulated 
for  doing  a good  job. 

Collection 

The  information  and  statistics  in  this  Section  of  the 
report  relate  to  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1960. 

Table  VIII  shows  the  number  and  type  of  refuse 
receptacles  in  each  ward  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Table  IX  shows  the  number  of  receptacles  emptied  and 
loads  removed  together  with  their  estimated  weight. 

Collections  during  the  year  were  made  at  seven  day 
intervals,  any  delays  that  occurred  owing  to  bad  weather  etc. 
were  made  up. 

Again,  one  of  the  most  disturbing  factors  was  the  amount 
of  time  lost  by  sickness.  The  amount  of  sickness  benefit  paid 
out  during  the  year  was  £451  Os.  8d. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  SECTION  75 
PROVISION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  DUSTBINS 

Having  undertaken  to  provide  and  maintain  dustbins 
under  the  terms  of  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  500  dustbins  were  issued  during  the  year.  Of  this 
number  175  were  issued  to  Council  houses,  310  to  privately 
owned  properties  and  15  for  trade  refuse  purposes. 
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The  total  cost  of  the  bins  amounted  to  £912  3s.  9d.  which 
includes  £125  Os.  Od.  in  purchase  tax. 

In  Hoyland  Nether,  municipal  ownership  of  dustbins 
has  undoubtedly  been  a very  popular  innovation.  The  scheme 
has  been  in  operation  for  nine  years  and  has  worked  smoothly 
and  well.

Our  arrangements  for  disposing  of  all  refuse  by 
controlled  tipping  were  continued. 

As  anticipated  in  my  last  year’s  report,  tipping  was 
discontinued  on  Milton  tip  proper  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the 
limits  of  our  boundary  was  reached.  It  is  hoped  that  the  land 
adjoining  this  tip  will  eventually  be  obtained  and  the  area 
suitably  levelled. 

In  the  meantime  tipping  is  taking  place  on  the  Southern 
Side  of  the  railway  on  the  site  known  locally  as  Manghams.  It 
is  estimated  that  this  tip  will  have  a maximum  life  of  2 years. 

With  almost  complete  dearth  of  suitable  tipping  sites 
every  effort  must  be  made  to  use  our  present  sites  with  maximum 
efficiency,  and  for  this  reason  I suggest  that  the  time  is  now 
opportune  for  the  purchase  and  use  of  a tracked  vehicle  for 
controlling  and  consolidating  the  tipping  areas. 


Refuse  Disposal — Salvage. 

The  arrangements  for  Salvage  continued  on  much  the 
same  lines  as  previously. 

The  sale  of  waste  paper  was  still  restricted  although 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  concerning  the  sale 
of  fibreboard  containers  was  eased  considerably. 

The  weight  of  baled  waste  paper  rose  from  145  tons  in 
1958  to  153  tons  and  the  income  from  such  sales  to  £1,286  18s. 
8d.  as  compared  with  £1,227  15s.  Od.  in  1958.

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GENERAL 

During  the  year  there  were  fifteen  representations  of 
individually  unfit  houses  made  and  twenty-two  houses  actually 
demolished.  At  Hoyland  Road,  Hoyland  Common,  14  houses 
had  been  Condemned,  the  Council  bought  the  land  and  after  the 
tenants  had  been  rehoused  the  department  was  given  the  task 
of  arranging  for  the  clearance  of  the  site.  Messrs.  Shephard 
Hill  & Co.  Ltd.,  were  engaged  and  with  the  aid  of  a Mechanical 
Shovel  the  site  was  cleared  in  a little  over  a week.  Plans  were 
prepared  by  the  Surveyors  Department  for  the  re-development 
of  the  area  and  it  is  proposed  to  build  eight  bungalows  for  old 
aged  people  on  the  site.  The  completed  project  should  enhance 
the  appearance  of  that  part  of  Hoyland  Common,  in  addition  to 
providing  modern  homes  for  old  people  on  level  ground  in  close 
proximity  to  the  local  shopping  centre. 

During  the  year  the  Council  built  20 — 2 bedroomed 
houses,  8 — 2 bedroomed  and  3 — 1 bedroomed  bungalows. 

The  Council  built  107  houses  in  1957,  in  1958  only  37 
houses  were  erected,  this  drastic  reduction  was  due  mainly  to 
the  Bank  Rate  being  raised  to  7t%.  The  number  of  houses 
built  in  1959  fell  to  31,  however  14  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise. 

Improvement  Grants. 

The  growing  genuine  interest  of  people  in  living 
conditions  generally  and  in  their  own  families  welfare  in 
particular  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  during  the  year  there  were 
26  applications  for  advances  under  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Acts.  A total  of  £8,413  was  advanced. 

Twenty-five  applications  were  received  for  improvement 
grants  in  connection  with  twenty  five  houses,  all  were  approved, 
the  total  amount  of  the  grants  was  £2,954  8s.  Od. 

Building  Byelaws. 

Fifty-eight  plans  were  passed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1959. 

These  included  nine  houses  and  bungalows,  one  factory 
extension  and  nine  extensions  to  properties. 

The  remainder  of  the  plans  consisted  of  various  outline 
applications  for  development  of  Areas  of  land,  overhead  lines, 
alterations  to  National  Coal  Board  buildings  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  above  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
plans  for  temporary  buildings  were  passed.  These  were  mainly 
for  garages,  garden  huts  etc.,  for  Council  owned  houses.

Although  the  number  of  applications  for  the  various 
forms  required  for  the  administration  of  the  Rent  Act  has 
fallen  considerably,  the  assistance  of  the  department  in 
interpreting  the  act,  giving  advice  and  answering  questions 
raised  by  tenants,  landlords,  estate  agents  etc.,  has  been  sought 
on  many  occasions. 

The  number  of  forms  issued  by  the  department  since 
the  Act  came  into  form  has  risen  to  1 187.

No  contraventions  of  the  regulations  were  no*ed  during 
the  many  inspections  of  food  premises  and  this  can  be  taken 
as  an  indication  of  the  readiness  with  which  food  handlers  have 
co-operated  in  the  administration  of  these  regulations.

Meat 

During  the  year  1958  there  were  two  licenced  Slaughter 
Houses  in  the  district.  However  there  were  no  applications  for 
renewal  of  the  licences. 

The  slaughter  houses  although  they  were  kept 
scrupulously  clean  would  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Modern  Legislation.  It  is  of  course  only  right  and  proper  that 
very  many  of  the  old  type  back  yard  slaughter  houses  which 
could  only  be  approached  past  the  back  doors  of  Cottage 
property  and  were  so  constructed  that  efforts  to  Modernise  were 
very  limited,  should  be  done  away  with.  It  is  with  regret 
however,  that  one  sees  the  passing  of  the  butcher-slaughterman 
who  killed  his  two  or  three  beasts  and  sheep  each  week  and 
took  great  pride  in  the  manner  in  which  they  were  dressed  and 
prepared  for  sale.  These  men  were  Craftsmen  in  their  trade, 
and  in  their  day  served  their  patrons  well.

Milk  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  designated 
milk,  being  either  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested,  or  Sterilised 
Milk. 

One  producer-retailer  with  farm  premises  outside  the 
district  delivers  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  bottled  at  his  own 
farm. 


The  remaining  milk  supply  mainly  Pasteurised  or 
Tuberculin  Tested  is  delivered  by  three  registered  distributors 
who  retail  bottled  milk  which  has  been  supplied  from  the  large 
dairies  operating  pasteurising  plants.  In  addition  six  shop- 
keepers were  registered  for  the  sale  of  Sterilised  Milk  from 
their  shop  premises. 

One  supplementary  licence  to  retail  Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised)  milk,  two  to  retail  pasteurised  milk  and  one  to 
retail  sterilised  milk  in  the  district  were  granted.  During  the 
year  9 samples  of  milk  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examin-

In  connection  with  samples  Nos.  119,  120,  121,  122  and 
126  the  analyst  reported:  — 

“although  the  non-fatty  solids  of 
these  samples  are  below  8-5%  the 
normal  freezing  point  indicates  that 
this  deficiency  is  due  to  natural 
causes  and  not  to  added  water/' 

With  regard  to  sample  No.  115  the  analyst  said  that  he 
was  of  the  opinion  that  the  sample  was  not  genuine  milk  but 
that  it  was  adulterated  by  at  least  0*5  per  cent  of  extraneous 
water  and  that  this  opinion  was  confirmed  by  the  abnormally 
low  freezing  point  of — 0.528°C. 

The  Producer  received  a warning  from  the  Clerk  to  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Mr.  W.  G.  Danks  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
reports  : — • 

“During  the  year  the  Council  continued  with  its  policy 
of  striving  for  the  abolition  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  Meetings 
of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council  and  also  of 
the  Barnsley  and  District  Clean  Air  Committee  were  attended 
and  much  Publicity  for  the  Clean  Air  Campaign  was  obtained. 
The  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  a Soot  Deposit  Gauge 
during  the  year  and  the  station  which  was  set  up  in  the  Kirk 
Balk  Cemetery  has  been  in  operation  since  July. 
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This  instrument  together  with  the  two  Daily  Smoke  Filter 
and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  Stations  should  give  a 
reasonably  clear  picture  of  the  degree  of  air  pollution  in  the 
district. 


It  will  be  noted  from  the  Tables  that  whilst  the  Smoke 
pollution  is  heaviest  in  the  Winter  months,  the  Sulphur  dioxide 
content  is  highest  in  the  Summer  months. 

Although  it  is  rather  soon  to  try  and  assess  the  pattern 
of  air  pollution  from  the  data  at  hand,  it  would  appear  that 
the  very  dry  Summer  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  high 
sulphur  dioxide  content,  there  being  insufficient  rain  to  wash 
it  out  of  the  atmosphere,”

Caravan  Site 

The  Caravan  Site  at  Upper  Hoyland  which  was  licenced 
by  the  Council  nine  years  ago  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  ; still  holds  its  full  complement  of  18  caravans 
of  the  modern  trailer  type.

I hope  that  this  subject  is  not  going  to  be  a hardy  annual, 
that  much  will  be  written  and  spoken  about  it  but  very  little 
done. 


Streets,  footpaths  and  grass  verges  often  appear  to  be 
refuse  collectors  ; fish  and  chip  packets,  paper,  cigarette  packets, 
fouling  by  dogs,  etc.  and  grass  verges  can  hardly  be  walked  on. 

Local  authorities  have  power  to  enforce  byelaws  about 
these  offences  but  very  few  are  prepared  to  do  so. 


It  does  appear  that  Educational  Campaigns  are  only 
reasonably  effective  if  included  in  a school  curriculum. 

Modern  society  has  reasonably  clean  teeth  and  hands 
but  hardly  ever  clean  streets.  I am  writing  this  on  a windy, 
blustery  April  day  when  pieces  of  paper  probably  fouled  by 
expectorators  are  being  blown  into  the  faces  of  people  struggling 
along  in  the  wind.  It  isn’t  a nice  picture  and  it  is  still  less 
a nice  fact. 


More  and  more  litter  bins  are  needed  and  much  more 
stark  publicity  is  necessary  before  we  can  become  complacent. 
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COLLIERY  SPOIL  HEAPS 

During  the  year  further  meetings  were  held  by  local 
authorities  covering  the  Mining  Areas  of  Yorkshire. 

The  Meetings  first  commenced  in  1956  when  local 
authorities  were  perturbed  by  the  rapid  growth  of  Colliery 
Spoil  Heaps,  and  wished  to  secure  some  improved  method  of 
protection  against  the  further  despoliation  of  the  countryside. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Campaign  the  Colliery  Spoil 
Heaps  were  placed  in  the  following  categories. 

L Creation  of  new  spoil  heaps. 

2.  Disused  and  abandoned  spoil  heaps. 

3.  Heaps  still  in  existence  which  were  in  use  on 
the  1st  July,  1948,  and  extensions  to  such  heaps, 

During  the  year  a deputation  met  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  an  endeavour  to  further  the 
aims  of  the  local  authorities. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
says : — 

“The  Public  Health  Services  of  this  country  have  made 
great  strides  during  the  last  25  years  or  so  and  although  there 
is  much  room  for  improvement  the  Council  can  take  pride  in 
having  taken  part  in  this  great  humanitarian  effort  to  improve 
the  general  living  standard  of  the  people. 

There  is  one  word  of  warning. 

However  far  Public  provision  may  go,  it  finally  rests  with 

each  individual  member  of  the  community  whether  he 

or  she  observes  the  simple  rules  of  health,  and  so  benefits 

correspondingly  in  health  and  happiness.” 

With  this  comment  I am  in  full  agreement.
